Reinforcements Dispatched to Scene 


of Feudist War and Emergency is 
Thought to Have Arisen Making a 
Larger Force Necessary

Lexington, Ky., May 30.—Twenty 


men under Captain Lillard, compos- 
ing the Danville county state guard, 
passed through the city at 7:50 this 
morning for Jackson in response to a 
request for more men made last night 
by Major Allen.

' len sent a cipher dispatch to Colonel 
Williams here at midnight and he 
wired Danville at once for the men 
to get ready to move at 6 o'clock.

/ Jackson, Ky., May 30.—Several 


» scattered shots-were-ftred during, the 


night, but no one was hurt. The 


town is quiet today, and expectantly 
awaiting the grand jury's report, 
which is due late today. Two non-

have

court-martialed and reduced to the 
ranks for sleeping on duty and being 
absent without leave. 


During the absence of Colonel Wil- 


liams the commanding officer here 
has been Major Allen. They were in 
conference with other officers soon 
after .Colonel Williams returned to- 
day accompanied by - the 
Danville 


troops under Captain Lillard. Major 
Allen 
stated that 
the 'additional 


troops were needed for relief. They 
have had only 120 in all and the new 
arrivals will not make the total forca 
over 170 all told.. The troops have 
been used on relays for guarding the 
court house, jail, bridges and high- 
ways entering the city,'and for bring- 
ing in witnesses until they are ex- 
hausted. Some of, the troops while 
searching for witnesses have been 
continuously in the saddle for thirty- 
eight hours without food or rest for 
horse or man. He says it is neces- 
sary -for the mounted soldiers to make 
such hard marches as friends, of those 
who are either inojieted or subpoenaed 
hasten on horseback to give notice 
so. that- the- parties .who: are wanted 
can get away.

DES MOINES A VAST SEA. 


Des Moines, Iowa, May 30.—Ifour 


feet of water was coursing through a 
large section, of the business district 
of East Des Moines at daylight this 
morning, due to a rise of the river ot 
a foot over all past records and tho 
carrying away 
of a section of the 


levee's dam at Center street. Thirty- 
five thousand people in East Des 
Moines, five thousand in South Des 
Moines and four thousand in North 
Des Moines are practically 
cut 
off 


from communication with the main 
section of the city. Absolutely no at- 
tempt is made to transact business. 
The street railway company does not 
expect to be able to start cars for i 
week. Six thousand persons are 
homeless, 30 per cent, of whom are 
practically without shelter and have 
been unfed for 24 hours, 
during 


which time they have been exposed to 
the constant heavy rain 
with 
the 


thermometer close to the 
freezing 


point. Many women and children 
shivered all night long in rain-soaked 
garments, unable to find a dry place 
on which to lie. Box cars were placed 
in. reach of many of the refugees this 
morning, in which they could find 
shelter from the rain, but relief work 
is in a deplorable condition and far 
behind the needs.

THE PRESIDENT ABSENT.. 


Notwithstanding the absence from 


the city of the president, who, us- 
ually, is a conspicuous figure in the 
Memorial day exercises at Arlington, 
the arrangements were elaborate and 
beautiful. 
They were under tie di- 


rection of the Department of the Po- 
tomac G. A. R., and included a parade 
of G. A. R. posts, the 
Old Guard, 


other patriotic organizations and the 
militia of the District of Columbia 
headed by the Marine band; decora- 
tion of monuments and graves, and 
addresses by men prominent in pub 
lie life. 


The weather was perfect; cool, ba4- 


with a brilliant sun shining from a 
cloudless sky. The 
parade, which 


was formed on Pennsylvania avenue 
with right resting 
on Fifteenth 


street, moved shortly after 10 o'clock. 
It was a picturesque pageant, com 
posed not only of hundreds of vet 
erans of the civil war and active mil 
itary organizations, but also of the 
organizations 
of young men wh 


participated in the Hispano-Ameri 
can war of 1S98. 
The young vet«r 


uc followed the old and dcmonstrat 


ed with them their loyalty to the 
flag. 


After a short march, through the 
ity, the organizations in,the parade 
ioarded electric trains for Arlington, 
he most beautiful of national.eenie- 
eries, overlooking the historic Poto- 
mac, where the principal exercises of 
the day 
occurred. The .procession 


e-formed at the gates and a national 
alute. was fired .bjr .the Fourth .batr 
ery, United States field artillery,.as 
t entered the grounds. 


GBAVES FLOWER-STREWN. 


Already the 18,000 graves -in the 
emetery had been strewn with flow- 
rs and each -marked by a tiny Amer- 
can flag, women of the societies aux- 
liary to the • veterans' organizations' 
having been engaged in this patriotic 
work since early morning. A- touch- 
ng feature of the ceremony—a -fea- 
ture typifying a country thoroughly 
reunited—was the decoration of the 
;raves in that- section of th« ceme- 
tery where lie the confederate dead. 


The procession marched 
to 
the 


tomb of the "unknown dead," which 
had been beautifully decorated'by a 
special committee, and there the Ma- 
rine band rendered a solemn dirge. 
The march was resumed then to the 
section allotted to the Spanish war 
dead, where another 
dirge 
was 


jlayed. 


At the conclusion of the ceremony 


of decoration of the graves, a'great 
crowd had gathered in the amphithe- 
ater. 
There, under direction of De-

NO RAILWAY SERVICE. 


Railway service is practically sus- 


pended. Water is over the North- 
western, Wabash, Burlington 
and 


Rock Island tracks in many places In 
the city limits. From Fort odge, 
above here, the Des Moines river is 
reported to be two feet higher and 
still rising. The weather forecasts 
for continued rains. 
The Raccoon 


river above here is at Vitaadstill. 


At 10 o'clock all traffic across the 


:Des -Moines 
suspended. East, North and South 


Des Moines are completely cut off 
!rom the main part of the city. The 
river was 22.7 feet above low water 
mark at this time, a foot and a half 
above all past records. The state fair 
buildings and churches all over the 
city have been thrown open to flood 
refugees. 


FOUR MEN DROWNED. 


At 10:30 four men engaged in an 


attempt to rescue household goods 
from a house near the East Ninth 
street bridge were thrown out into 
Lhe current and quickly 
drowned. 


The name of but one, J. E. KIngman, 
was known to the witnesses of the 
accident In South Des Koines from 
4 until 9 o'clock upwards of a score 
of stranded flood victims sat on the 
roofs of their houses and piteously 
begged for boats. When 
rescued 


they were half'dead from exposure 
to cold and rain. 
From Marshall- 


town it is learned that the Iowa river 
is spread out over a vast territory 
and that the Iowa Central has been 
forced practically to abandon its main 
line.

At the beginning of .the last century 
almost the entire wood supply cam 
from the' then untouched forests 
the Penobscot river region of Maine 
As the woodsmen cut deep into th 
heart of the wood the industry wa 
forced to find other fields from whic 
to draw its supply, and the virgin 
forests of the south and of t'-.j 'states 
bordering on the great lakes were 
cut into. 


Although these regions are by no 


means depleted today, the g Pacific 
coast is rapidly becoming the heart 
of the lumber trade. And what won- 
der, for in the three states of Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington there is 
at'least one-third of the entire sup- 
ply of standing, timber in, the United 
States. In figures it 
amounts to 


more than 600,000,000,000 feet of 
uncut wood. 


The -forest reserves and 
national 


parks.set apart by the United States 
jovernment within the limits cf 
these three states aggregate an. area 
of 32,428 square-miles, or more than 
22 per cent of the total wooded area 
of the states. In the state of Oregon 
alone, where- a careful examination 
las been made, the national census 
officials have estimated the standing 
timber on these reservations at 55,- 
000,000,000 feet, or one-fourth, of the 
state's total supply.—Beview of Bc- 
views.

Ko- 


mans honored their heroic dead by 
magnificent funerals and various an- 
niversary celebrations. 
The great- 


est orators of the period -were proud 
to be selected to pay tribute to the 
memory of their 
fallen 
warriors. 


Pericles was chosen to deliver the 
funeral oration over the slain in the 
Peloponnesian 
war, and 
Demos- 


thenes over the dead in the terrible 
battle of Cheronea. 
All great na- 


tions of the past have felt and acted 
upon this sentiment and those of to- 
day are perpetuating the beautiful 
custom. 


Americans honor their patriot war- 


riors by strewing flowers over their 
graves and by reciting in glowing 
language the historic battles in 
which they fell. The American Mem- 


orial day is observed in almost every 
part of the civilized -world—American 
soldiers lie buried in almost every 
clime, from the arctic to the tropics, 
in the far east as well as at home. 


Originally designed as a day to be 


set apart for patriotic teaching and 
for the paying of a public tribute to 
the men who died in their country's 
service, Memorial day has in recent 
years made its observance co-exten- 
sive with the boundaries of the na- 
tion. The decoration of the graves 
of the soldier dead of the civil war 
was one of its impressive features, 
but was extended in many localities 
to the known graves of soldiers who 
had fought in any of the wars of the 
government. 
Thus soldiers of the 


revolution and of the war of 1812 
were duly honored, as well as those 
who had served in the civil war. 


Much has been said regarding the 


origin of Memorial day, and a num- 
ber of theories have been advanced 
calculated to prove what suggested 
to General Logan the idea to issue 
orders to the Grand Army, of which 


then was commander, designating 


a day on which every year "the 
graves of comrades who died in de- 
fense of their country" should be 


:strewn with flowers" or "otherwise 
decorated." 


Gen. Joseph Wheeler claims that 


General Logan's attention when, on 
May 5, 1808, as commander of the 
Grand Army of the Bepubllc, he is- 
sued orders in regard 
to keeping 


greau the memory of the brave "boys 
in blue," had, no doubt, been called 
to the custom of the southern people 
of annually setting apart a day to 
pay reverence to those who sacrificed 
their lives for a principle that was 
dearest and nearest to their hearts. 


"The women of the south," says 


General Wheeler, "were ever assidu- 
ous in their care of the resting 
)laces of their dead, perhaps because 
of the customs peculiar on this side 
of the Atlantic to Mobile and New 
Orleans, where on All Souls' day each 
year the cemeteries 
were carpeted 


with untold myriads of rare and 
costly flowers strewn by devoted 
hand* over the graves of the beloved 
dead." 


During the contest 
between the 


states the women and children of the 
south delighted to bring flowers and 
evergreens to decorate the graves of 
the martyrs to their cause. As the 
spring brought the anniversary of 
the doomsday of the "lost cause," 
the fair women of southland insti- 
tuted another and a special day in 
honor of their beloved soldiers, and 
the pathos of the devotion was the 


deeper in that the sacrifice of their 
lives had been made seemingly in 
vain. 


April 26 was the day set apart 


ay * consent spontaneous in its uni- 
versal adoption. 
Alabama's and 


Georgia's first public Decoration day 
was 1866. 
No more fitting time 


than the anniversary of the loss of 
the cause so dear to their souls could 
have been chosen for the perpetua- 
tion, of the memory of their heroes. 


;'Women, and women alone," says 


General Wheeler, "inaugurated the 
custom. Men, more reserved in the 
expression of the sentiments of their 
hearts, might permit their departed 
comrades quietly to become a part of 
general history; but women would 
not.have it so. The southern states 
fell quickly into line, and then the 
custom found its way into the north- 


ern states. 
| 


But it is to Gen. John A, Logan, 


a distinguished soldier and no less 
distinguished as a statesman, then 
commander of the Grand Army of 
the Bepublic, that the nation owes 
the establishment of a national Mem- 
orial day. 
No doubt hls'attention. 


had been called to the custom of the 
southern people of annually setting 
apart a day to pay reverence to those 
who fell in battle, and saw the bene- 
fits likely to accrue to posterity by 
establishing a similar custom in re- 
gard to keeping green the memory 
of the brave 'boys in blue.' General 
Logan issued his order May 5, 1868." 


This celebration, at all the Grand 


Army posts set this beautiful ex- 
ample to the people at large, and the 
custom leaped into universality and 
soon became a part of the nti-nnal 


life of the nation. Hew York «»rl»S 
took the lead and placed a law upon; 
her statute books making May 30 


legal holiday, which action WM 


soon taken by most of the northern 
and western states.

honor of suggesting a decoration day. 
to a Cincinnati soldier, whose' lettt» 
concerning such a custom In Ger- 
many ha laid before General Logan*. 


Gen. John B. Murray, on the otbrt, 


hand, has advanced the claim of % 
celebration held at Watertown, K» 
Y., May 27, 1863. It has been shown 
that General Logan often referred to'. 
his first decoration day order a* thf 
"proudest act of his life," and 'th» 
year it was issued the first great 'obi 
servanoe -was held at Arlington oem*. 
tery, with General Arthur as th<[ 
orator.

D. I. Bushriell, jr., of the Peabody 


museum at Harvard, has completed 


' a piaster model o£ the so-called Ca- 
hokia group of mounds, in Illinois, 
the preservation of which, either by 
private purchase or a public appro- 
priation, is advocated by American 
archaeologists as a natioml duty, in 
order that one of the most important 
of all the relics of the mysterious 
mound builders may be saved for fu- 
ture study and investigation. 


This remarkable group of mounds 


—among which the big 
Cahokia 


mound is famous as the largest struc- 
ture of its kind in the world-i-f ollows 
the winding course of the little Caho- 
kia river, near where it empties into 
the .Mississippi, and was once con- 
nected by a line of single 
tumuli 


with the smaller group of mounds 
from which St. Louis derives its title 
of the "Mound City." 
The grea 


mound of St. Louis has now vanishes 
forever, but one mound still remain 
among the Cahokia group which i 
believed to be almost its exact coun 
terpart. The age of these •. mound 
antedates any tradition 
concernin 


i-'tfiem among1 the North American In 
• dians. Like others scattered about i 


different parts of the United States 


hey have figured prominently 
in 


arious romantic theories of an early 
ace, differing from the Indians, and 
.nally either exterminated by them 
r driven into Central America, there 
o become the precursors of the civil- 
ization discovered and destroyed by 
he Spaniards. Modern archaeology, 
unfortunately for the romance of the 
itory, discredits this picturesque 
theory and attributes the mounds di- 
rectly to th« distant ancestors of the 
sresent Indians—an explanation that 
still leaves sufficient material, how- 
ever, for the imagination. 


However that may be, Cahokia 


the king of all American mounds. 11 
covers nearly fourteen acres of land, 
and stands, as has been 
said by 


Prof. Putnam of Harvard, 
in 
the 


same relation to other mounds "as 
the great pyramid of Egypt to the 
monuments of the Valley 
of the 


Nile." It is perhaps all the more 
interesting in that no measures have 
yet been taken for its permanent pre- 
servation and it is, therefore, always 
in danger of being ,put to modern 


affords a view of the valley in all di- 
rections, overlooking St. Louis, about 
five miles to the wast. In its own 
Immediate neighborhood Cahokia is 
best known as "Monk's Mound," a 
name derived from a mistaken, tradi- 
tion that the old Trappist 
monks 


once made it their headquarters. As 
long ago as 1811, however, H. M. 
Brockenridge, whose account of his 
impressions is still recognizable 'by 
anyone who travels over the same 
path, stated definitely that the monks 
lived near the mound, but not on it. 
"When I reached the foot of the prin- 
cipal mound," wrote Mr. Bracken- 
ridge, "I waa struck with, a degree 
of astonishment, not unlike that 
which is experienced in contemplat- 
ing the Egyptian pyramids. What a 
stupendous pile of earth! To heap 
up such a mass must have required 
years and the labors of thousands. I' 
stands immediately on the bank o 
Cahokia, and on the side next it, is 
covered with lofty trees. Were 
not'for the regularity and design 
which it manifests, the circumstanc 
of its being on'alluvial ground, ani

neled and its contents investigated. 
Like that of other relics of the Mount 
Builders, its age was once though' 
to be undoubtedly several thousand 
years. 
The absence of Indian tra- 


dition concerning the Mound Build 
ers is, for example, no longer taken 
as proof of anything more than 
comparative antiquity,; for 'a stud; 
of the Indian has shown that a few 
hundred years would 'have sufficed a 
readily as a few thousand to quite 
conceal the origin even .of.so remark 
able a mound as the great Cahokia

It has 
been proved that the Indians in many 
ases were .quite as much farmers as 
ranters; that they cultivated broad 
lelds of maize and corn, and kept 
applies of provisions sufficient, a* 
sometimes happened in the early 
conquests of European adventurers,

campaign.' Thousands of the smaller 
mounds, mere tumuli 
raised some 


.nches above the ground, are now 
belieyed to have been nothing more 
than 'elevations on which the In- 
dians pitched their individual tents 
for the sake of drainage, and many 
of the other mounds, as has been 
proved by their contents, repreaentet 
forms of Indian burial that con- 
tinued even into'the last century 
In fact, there • is nothing that has 
yet been found among 'the relics o 
•tie' Mound Builders that cannot- b 
attributed' to; 'the North American 
Indian, albeit in a higher state o 
savage cultivation than his presen 


ellcs—stone and metal implements, 
arrow heads; pipes, among them th« 
.nest Indian pipes ever discovered in 
America; bones, shells and miscel- 
aneous articles of many kinds— 
ound near Cahokia have invariably 
orroborated this theory, even while 
t is admitted that no man knows 
what might result from further in- 
vestigation. 


In 1878 Prof. Putnam, of the Pea- 


3ody museum, made a careful ex- 
amination of Cahokia; his account, 
later published In the reports of the 
Peabody museum, is a brief sum- 
mary of the purpose of Cahokia a« 
viewed in the light of modern knowl- 
edge.

not erected primarily 
as a burial 


mound, though such may prove to 
be the case.

.The third is William. G. Wilgus, 
fifth vice president of the New York 
Central railroad, who applied to the 
road for an ordinary position five 
years ago and was refused. Now he prisonmenl 
Is about to undertake the expenditure existence, 
of $30,000,000 in improvements. 


The fourth is Louis de Brouckere, 


•who has resigned a chair in the Uni- 
•veisity of Brussels to become a third- 
class apprentice in the Baldwin loco- 
motive works. 


Years ago Mr. Hunt, the Indiana 


school teacher, left his native county 
heavily in debt. Now he is said to 
have paid his debts twice over and to 
be worth 515,000.000. He has al- 
most outdone the count of Monte 
Oristo. The turning point in his for- 
tunes came when he was sent 
to 


China to help build a railroad. After 
bis arrival there the Chinese govern- 
ment rescinded the concession which 
had been given the American com- 
pany and Hunt was "on his uppers" 
again. He knocked about China for 
n few months and then went to Corea. 


Just' how it happened no one

For this service'the 
king gave him a large tract of land, 
on which was located valuable min- 
ing property.

Then he returned to America for a 


short visit. He announced that on a 
certain day ho would square his debts 
and he did, paying back doable the 


amount he owed. 


In Corea he lives like a potentate. 


At different times he has -taken over 
thirty young' man for the oriental 
country and has placed them in high 
positions. It is related that his in- 
fluence over the king is remarkable 
and marvelous stories are told of the 
magnificence in which he lives. These 
are believed by those who know the 
manner in which he spent money 
during his short visit to this country. 


Henry K. Goodwin could scarcely 


be considered a successful man, and 
yet the pluck with which he hae 
fought against adversity for many 
years and the fact that his grit is to 
be rewarded place him in the class 
with the others.

since he has been in prison, and 
their benefit to the commercial world 
is recognized., as enormous. He has 
been a model prisoner, and the state 


go he applied for a position and was 
efused work, one may glance at the 
apidlty of his rise, in fortune. 
His success has been due absoluta- 
y to Ms own worth, for it so hap- 
ens that when he first applied to the 
New York Central railroad for'a job 
.bout eighteen years ago .he was 
urned down. He has been connect- 
d with this road for only ten years, 
but in that time he has risen by 
rapid stages from assistant engineer 
of a division to the fifth vice presi- 
dency.

If a man 
goes out from hio college with a defi- 
nite end in view and with the perse- 
verance to carry that viewpoint to its 
realization, that man will be success- 
ful."

.ay between the Missouri .river and- 
the valley of the Great Salt Lake was 
an undertaking of extraordinary'dar- 
ing, an expedition second, perhaps, in 
its interest in American history only 
to the coming of the Pilgrim Fathers, 
says John Mathews, In Leslie's 
Weekly. Just as the Pilgrims launch- 
ed their ships upon a terrible and 
unknown sea these first pioneers of 
the west ventured into .a vwst, 
strange land about which, they knew 
little aside from the knowledge of tine 
constant presence of a hundred perils. 


The people of Utah were the first 


to establish themselves in the west. 
Oregon in 1847 -was disputed ground. 
California belonged to Mexico and 
the "forty-niners," th* first Amer- 
ican pioneers of that state, did not 
traverse the prairie until two years 
later, and after Utah was a settle- 
ment with several thousand people. 
So that Utah was then the very bor- 
derland. It was there that the west 
took root. 


The leaders of the Mormons had de- 


cided upon the far distant west as 
the future home of their people. They 
had read of the valley of the Great 
Salt Lake in the reports of Gen. John 
C. Fremont, the "path finder," who 
had seen the region in 1843. 
They 


had heard too, of Oregon; and thsy 
had considered Vancouver Island. 
But not until the expedition was well 
on its way was the exact destination 
definitely determined. There were 
three main bodies of emigrants who 
moved from the camp at winter quar- 
ters on the Missouri river to the val- 
ley beyond the Kockies. 
The first 


party numbered 148, including three 
women and two children, and made 
the journey in the spring of 1847, 
with Brigham Young at its head, 


j Then followed, in the summer of the 
same year, the second bSay of the 
pioneers, nearly 2,000 in all, among 
them many of the women and chil- 
dren of the first pilgrims of tie prai- 
rie, under the 
direction of Jolra

Canning Strawberries. 


Wiesbaden Process.-For this two lots ot 


berries are required—o*e of all large, sound, 
dead-ripe berries and the other of perfectly 
sweet and fresh, but not necessarily large 
berries. In looking them over put aside tin; 
fine ones, but do not hull until ready to -ust. 
To every pound of the smaller berries all'&.w 
a pound of sugar and mix In layers In "k. 
stone crock. Cover ani allow them to stand 
for several hours or over night, until they, 
form* their own juice. Drain off the syrap" 
and boll down to two-thirds of the original ' 
quantity. Have well • sterilized cans with 
fresh rubbers in readiness; fill with the 
nice whole berries, which linve been hulled, 
and set on a thick, wet, hot doth In a drip- 
pingpan on the back of the range to keep 
warm .wtlle being filled with the scalding; 
syrup. Pour the syrup over them quickly 
aad seal air-tight. The Germans frequently 
use h»lf bone?

In this case cover the berries wltti 
the sugar, allowing only a half pound of 
sugar to each pound of fnilJ.
